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Cutbacks campaign: 



Day of Protest hits McGill

McGill students will not be 
alone today in voicing their op- 
position to insufficient educa- 
tional funding from both the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments. 

Thousands of protestors in all 
parts of Canada are expected to 
demonstrate today as students 
will be mobilising in opposition 
to educational cutbacks. 

In the Montreal area, all of 
the city's four universities as 
well as a majority of the local 
CEGEPs will be marching on 
Premier René Levésque's 
downtown office to show their 
concern over educational cut- 
backs. 

Students will be massing at 
the Union building at 1:00 p.m. 
and marching on the Palais de 
Justice at 2:00. 

Bruce Ness, McGill Co- 
ordinator against Cutbacks, 
stressed the importance of turn- 
ing out for the demonstration. 



[Demonstrators fight pornography

"No more porno, no more 
shit," was the rallying" cry of 
more than 150 marchers yester- 
day at an anti-pornography 
demonstration organised by the 
McGill Women's Union. 

The protestors marched 
through the campus and the stu- 
dent ghetto to protest por- 
nography and violence against 
women. 

, Marchers demonstrated in 
front of the McConnell 



Engineering Building where 
Sadie's II sells several por- 
nographic magazines including 
Hustler and Penthouse. 

Their chants of "Porn is the 
theory, rape is the practice, 
Hustler, Playboy they all attack 
us", incited several engineers to 
come running from the building 
to display centerfolds to the 
demonstrators. 

The shouting crowd blocked 
a truck delivering more of the 
magazines for at least fifteen 
minutes before being dispersed 



by demonstration organisers. 

A large, pink phallic symbol 
was also thrust at protesters 
from a sixth floor window by 
engineering students. 

In their march through the 
ghetto, protestors stopped to 
shout slogans and wave signs at 
the windows of a local dépan- 
neur displaying copies of 
Hiistler, Playboy, Oui and 
Swank. 

The protest ended with 
demonstrators singing on the

"The more students that 
show up, the more that both 
levels of government will pay at- 
tention to our grievances," said 
Ness. 

"This is a pan-national 
demonstration that's been 
organised to protest against the 
federal and provincial govern-, 
ment's incoherent policies 
towards educational funding." 

According to Ness, govern- 
ment underfunding next year 
will lead to higher student- 
teacher ratios, the phasing out 
of small departments, fewer 
teaching and lab assistants, and 
fewer teachers. 

"A good example of the ef- 



fects cuts will have at McGill in 
the next little while is the recent 
problems of the French Cana 
dian Studies Centre," he said. 

"Right now, the Centre's 
been slashed to such an extent 
that the only remaining pro- 
fessor is openly looking for 
another job." 

McGill has a total budget of 
close to S 190 million, but once 
research is deducted there is on 
ly $120 million for 18,000 
students. With inflation added 
on, next year's budget cuts will 
amount to more than 18 per 
cent of this figure.

Two years of lobbying by 
McGill's South Africa Commit- 
tee has resulted in the University 
selling all its shares in two com- 
panies with Heavy investments 
in South Africa. 

According to Vice-Principal 
Finance John Armour, the 
Board of Governors decided to 
-divest from Mobil and Royal 
Dutch Shell oil companies in its 
closed session meeting on 
February 15th. 

The action was only announc- 
ed yesterday in The McGill 
Reporter, the public relations 
office-produced newsletter. Ac- 
cording to Armour, publicity 
was delayed until after last Fri- 
day when the University of- 
ficially divested. 
' "The agreement was that it 



would, be publicised after, the 
shares were sold," he said 

Liz Norman, Students' Socie- 
ty president and member of the 
CSMR, was critical of the ap- 
t lack of publicity the un- 
dented decision received. 
"The Committee (CSMR) 
specifically asked to have a lot 
of publicity," sfie said. "It's a 
scandal". 

Norman believes that publia 
ty is essential for the effec- 
tiveness of the divestment pro- 
cess.

Williams elected Society president in landslide

To the sound of engineers' 
joyous war hoops and with the 
crescendo of a landslide, Bruce 
Williams was elected Students' 
Society president for 1982-83. 

Bruce Hicks, candidate for vp 
internal on the Hicks-Williams 
slate, rode Williams' coat tails to 
a narrow victory over Maisie 
Cheung. Rcesa Heft finished a 
distant third. 

.Approximately 15 per cent of 
all -eligible voters turned out to 
vote on four referenda and five 
elected positions. All the 
referenda passed with the excep- 
tion of the Daily Publications 
Society question on a fee in- 
crease. 

Williams received more votes, 
1330, than his three opponents 
combined. He romped at ten of 
the 14 polling stations and 
received almost unanimous ac- 
clamation from his faculty, as 



engineers cast 544 of their 610 
votes for their native son, 

Fred Methot finished second 
with 453 votes, closely followed 
by Patrick Baillie with 443 and 
then Steven Matthews with 267. 

Williams was somewhat sub- 
dued after a victory which was 
never in doubt as the votes were 
being counted. The president- 
elect preferred not to comment, 
saying, "I'll comment after I 
see tomorrow's paper {Daily)." 

Runner-up Methot provided 
his feelings after his electoral 
debacle: "I'd like to con- 
gratulate Bruce Williams and 
I'd like to say that I really look 
forward to seeing him as presi- 
dent. It should be quite a spec- 
tacle." 

The law faculty had its say as 
"spoiled ballots" carried the 
day in Chancellor Day Hall, 54 
to Williams' 46. \ 

Williams' running mate 



Bruce Hicks, however, saw his 
electoral chances on the wane 
until McConnell was counted. 
As the station with the largest 
turnout, McConnell was last to 
be tabulated and proved to be 
Maisie Cheung's Waterloo.

Hicks, a political science stu- 
dent, polled 410 votes there to 
Cheung's 171, providing him 
with a 173 vote margin of vic- 
tory. 

Like Williams, Hicks declin- 
ed to comment on this and other 
matters relating to his election. 

In other elections, Tim 
Richards nosed out Elise Moscr 
for the undcrgrad rep to the 



Board of Governors, 571-512, 
in a six candidate field. 

Toby Mendel was elected arts 
rep to Senate, beating out four 
candidates including incumbent 
arts senator Mark Yakabuski, 
who finished a distant fourth. 

In both races the figure of 
Jim Jeffcott cast a giant 
shadow. Jeffcott was dis- 
qualified two days ago after he 
placed campaign adver- 
tisements, a contravention of 



campaign regulations, in the 
Daily classifieds. Yet there re- 
mained some confusion at poll 
ing stations as to whether or not 
students could still vote for Jef- 
fcott. 

As a result, he polled 84 votes 
for the Senate seat and 223 
votes for the Governors seat, 
totals which could have turned 
the election a number of dif- 
ferent ways had his votes gone

Some 4,000 copies of yester- 
day's Daily were seized and 
trashed yesterday, apparently 
by McGill engineers; 

Papers were removed from 
their distribution boxes in the 
McConnell Engineering, 
Rutherford Physics, Arts, 
Lëacock, Redpath Library, 
Bronfman and Union Buildings 
yesterday morning. 

The engineers were upset over 
the coverage of presidential can- 
didate and engineering student 
Bruce Williams, and opposed to 
Daily comment supporting 
presidential candidate Fred 
Methot. 



Ideologically dead,but

According to Daily editor-in- 
chief Brahm Pascal Resnik, the 
paper was within its rights 
to publish the opinion. 

"We had a spread to in- 
troduce the candidates," said 
Resnik. "I think that was 
perfectly fair. We made every 
effort to make it as fair as we 
could." 

"Publishing commentary is 
part of our duty. People should 
start getting used to that." 

According to Resnik, some 
but not all of the Daily's were 
found in snowbanks and salt 
boxes and were put.back on the 
stands by Daily staffers. 

The Daily has contacted cam- 
pus security about the seizures

The South African system of 
apartheid is both "dying and 
resurgent" according to Gwen- 
dolyn Carter who spoke on 
Tuesday night as this year's 
Beatty lecturer. 

Carter, a well known authori- 
ty on Southern Africa and foun- 
ding member of the African 
Studies Association of America, 
maintains that although apar- 
theid is dying ideologically, as a 
system of repression it is very 
much alive. 

Carter believes that faith in 
apartheid as a system that will 
bring about harmonious race 
relations no longer exists. To 
the contrary, apartheid seems to 
have created nothing but pro- 
blems. 

In describing the present 
situation in South. Africa, she 
spoke of the unviability of the 
Bantustans, the growing shor- 
tages of skilled labor, and the 
increase in strikes and work 
stoppages. 

Carter also spoke of the 
resurgence of militant activity 
on the part of the African Na- 
tional Congress, and the 
African trade unions. She also 
said that at the same time prime 
minister Botha's Nationalist 
party is badly split. 

Describing apartheid as "a 
system of control (which).. .is 
omnipresent in South Africa", 



Carter was critical of the 
methods employed by the South 
African regime. 

Arrests without warrants, 
deaths in detention, and arrests 
and deportation of blacks 
caught without passes were 
among the more repressive tac- 
tics she mentioned. 

What she considered to be 
most deplorable is the massive 
relocation of Africans, accor- 
ding to their "tribal 
background", .to barren 
"homelands". 

In a question period follow- 
ing Carter's speech, emeritus 
member of McGill's Board of 
Governors, D.R. McRobie ask- 
ed about the presence of foreign 
companies in South Africa. 

"I think their presence 
strengthens the regime and a 
large scale withdrawal would be 
a blow to the regime's con- 
fidence," said Carter. 

Adding that "the West can- 
not escape its responsibility", 
Carter said that the more 
developed nations should apply 
pressure, including economic 
measures, on the South African 
regime to change the apartheid 
system. 

"What we see in Azania is 
nothing short of modern 
slavery," said Professor of An- 
thropology Peter Gutkind. 

"For the West, Azania is the 
greatest test that has been put 
before it". 



and is considering taking action 
against those engineers who 
were caught (and photograph- 
ed) removing the papers. 

Tony Bettino, EUS president, 
claimed that his group was not 
officially involved with the 
seizure. He did, however, com- 
ment on the Daily's decision to 
endorse Methot. 

"I perceive a student 
newspaper as a group that 
reports what goes on. Instead 
they've gone out of their way to 
use this means of publicity to in- 
fluence people's decisions," 
said Bettino. 

He further noted that the 
EUS had purposely avoided the 
use of its newspaper, the 



Plumber's Pot, as a publicity 
vehicle for its candidate. 

"All along we have not gone 
out and publicised who we are 
supporting, but it is well-known 
fact that we are supporting 
Bruce Williams and Bruce 
Hicks in this election," said 
Bettino. 

"Last year an engineer (Bruce 
Williams) ran for vp internal 
and we wanted to give him some 
publicity," Bettino added, say- 
ing that this had been declared 
illegal by last year's chief retur- 
ning officer. 

"We thought the rules would 
be the same this year, but ob- 
viously not," Bettino conclud- 
ed. 



Students' Society Chief 
Returning Officer Paul Duff 
was unsure as to the legality of 
the Daily's action. 

"Various candidates have 
come up to me with some con- 
cern," said Duff."I agreed that 
(the Daily) shouldn't be (sup- 
porting a specific candidate), 
but I have no power to con- 
fiscate the Daily or prevent 
publication of what they did." 

Resnik claims that the paper's 
incorporation takes it out of the 
Students' Society's jurisdiction. 

"According to the old rules 
when the Students' Society was 
our publisher no campus

CFS ends Week of Protest 



REGINA (CUP) — The second 
major wave of protests this year 
against cutbacks to advanced 
education ends March 12 as the 
Canadian Federation of 
Students executes its Week of 
Action. 

The first wave was in 
September to November, when 
thousands of students rallied, 
held forums, boycotted classes 
and marched through city 



streets and on provincial 
legislatures in every province 
but Manitoba. 

Since then, the federal 
government has announced ma- 
jor cuts in funding transfers to 
provinces which are used to 
fund advanced education. The 
provinces all oppose this, and 
intense negotiations between 
them and the federal govern- 
ment have taken place almost 



Saskatchewan government "to make up the difference" 



SASKATOON (CUP) — The 
Saskatchewan government has 
pledged unqualified support for 
maintaining university funding 
levels in the wake of impending 
federal cutbacks. 

Saskatchewan Premier Allan 
Blakeney surprised university 
academics at an NDP nomina- 
tion meeting February 20 by 
promising that "if there are 
federal cutbacks, we must be 
prepared to make up the dif- 
ference." 

No other provincial govern- 
ment has made such an une- 
quivocal statement on how . it 



would respond to planned 
reductions in federal transfers 
to the provinces used to fund 
post-secondary education. 

The provincial and federal 
governments are now locked in 
a series of negotiations over 
revenue guarantee payments 
and equalization transfers. 
Other provincial governments 
are playing it safe, refusing to 
reveal what they will do if the 
federal government goes ahead 
with the plans it announced in 
the November 12 budget. 

No one is sure what the net 
effect on provincial revenues of 



the complex tax changes outlin- 
ed in the budget would be. 
Estimates of the net revenue 
loss over the next five years 
have varied from S 1.9 billion to 
$9.2 billion. . The most widely- 
accepted estimate is that of the 
Globe and Mail, that provincial 
revenues would be a minimum 
of $3.5 billion less than if pre- 
sent arrangements were con- 
tinued for the next five years. 

The federal cuts are not ab- 
solute cuts, but relative to what 
they would be under present ar- 
rangements. 

The provinces oppose these 



cuts. They have tried to main- 
tain a unified front in the con- 
fusing maze of negotiations 
since November. They have said 
that the federal cuts would 
greatly reduce the amount of 
money they have available for 
advanced education. 

The federal government 
answers that the provinces have 
not been pulling their weight in 
funding advanced education, 
even though it is their jurisdic- 
tion under the British North 
America Act. They say the pro- 
vinces must assume a higher

continuously since November 

No agreement has been reach- 
ed, and the federal government 
is threatening to implement the 
cuts it outlined in the November 
12 budget unilaterally effective 
April 1. The provinces are still 
making counterproposals and 
trying to continue negotiations 
to see if a settlement can be 
reached. 

The national Week of Action 
organizers hope students will be 
able to influence this whole 
complex process with a strong 
show of student concern. In Oc- 
tober, delegates to the CFS 
founding conference agreed to 
coordinate the week during 
March 8 to 12 to maximize its 
impact. The actual organizing is 
largely in the hands of local 
committees. 

One example of the kind of 
activities occuring during the 
week are those planned by the 
University of Regina "We're 
Really Pissed Off Now" com- 
mittee. The committee plans a 
series of events to heighten 
awareness about cutbacks to 
education and social services.

When the Board's Committee 
on Social and Moral Respon- 
sibility (CSMR) presented its 
report on divestment to the 
Board in January, it also recom- 
mended that financial con- 
siderations should play a large 
part in the timing of the deci- 
sion. The Committee suggested 
that publicity should wait until 
after "the expiration of a 
reasonable delay." 

According to the Reporter, 
the Committee concluded that 
these two companies (Mobil and 
Royal Dutch) were providing 
substantial comfort and support 
to the South Africa military and 



police authorities by supplying 
them with petroleum products, 
thereby assisting the policy of 
apartheid." 

Robert Sullivan, information 
co-ordinator for the South 
Africa Committee, was skep- 
tical of the Board's decision. 

"I applaud the fact that 
they've divested, but the Board 
promised to give ample 
coverage if they divested," he 
said. "For divestment to be ef- 
fective it has to get a lot of 
publicity." • 

Sullivan believes that the 
decision to divest may have in- 
volved other motives. 

"The reason that they sold 



the shares may have something 
to do with oil prices hitting 
rock-bottom because of the in- 
ternational oil glut." 

McGill owned" $979,000 
worth of Shell Canada (Royal 
Dutch) shares in 1979. Figures 
on McGill's total investment in 
Mobil stock were not available. 
Mobil and Shell together con- 
trol a large share of the foreign 
oil operations in South Africa. 

According to Sullivan, Mobil 
and Shell are "unequivocably 
supplying vital supplies to the 
(South African) army which 
supports the present apartheid 
régime." 

The United Nations has 



recommended an oil embargo 
on South Africa, which both 
Mobil and Shell have con- 
sistently violated. 

Gwendolyn Carter, noted 
authority on South Africa, was 
supportive of the Board's deci- 
sion. 

"I think the Committee 
(CSMR) was absolutely right," 
she said. "1 hope it gets wide 
publicity." 

Carter believs that McGill's 
divestment should have been a 
public announcement of "the 
lack of confidence in South 
Africa's economic and political 
system." 

"They should let everyone 



know why they're doing it," she 
said. 

Lawrence MacDougall, 
chairperson of the CMSR, 
refused to comment on the 
reasons for the downplaying ol 
the divestment decision. 

According to Liz Normanthc 
committee will continue to meet 
and may recommend that 
McGill divest itself of more 
holdings. 

A petition with the signatures 
of over 3,000 McGill students 
demanding divestment from all 
companies with links to South 
Africa will be introduced by Liz 
Norman at the next Board 
meeting. ' 



Three of four referenda passed; challenges expected

to other candidates. 

"I'm very pleased with the 
results and I plan to be a driving 
force for students' rights all 
year," he said. In a more sober- 
ing light, Mendel added, "This 
(the elction results) is the grim- 
mest thing to hit McGill since 
I've been here." 

In the elections for the Daily 
Publications Society Board of 
Directors, law student Diane 
Cameron finished first. The 
three other students at large are 
Susie Pedersen, Jean-Pierre 
Biais, and Lois Krahn. 

Joseph Rikhof finished 
fourth in the eight person field, 
however, he lost out as a result 
of a clause in the DPS constitu- 



tion which stipulates that no 
more than two of the four 
members at large may be from 
the same faculty. Cameron, 
Biais and Rikhof are all law 
students. 

Paula Fogel was elected 
medicine senator and David 
Allsebrook will represent law 
students on Senate. 

Turning to the referenda, the 
Athletics fee question, which 
passed but was overturned last 
year, passed again yesterday by 
a three to one margin. 

The question pitched a no- 
hitter up in the Currie Gym, 
racking up 87 yes, zero no, and 
zero spoiled ballots. 

The proposal on student- 
initiated referenda, one of 



council's major initiatives, was 
the biggest winner of all the 
referenda, passing with a five to 
one majority. 

The PGSS referendum went 
through by an eight to three 
margin.' 

The Daily Publications Socie- 
ty question on whether or not 
students would allow the DPS 
Board of Directors to raise DPS 
fees by five per cent with the ap- 
proval of five members, lost by 
84 votes. There were 223 spoiled 
ballots on this question. 

As was the case in some other 
races, such as Board of Gover- 
nors and VP Internal, it was the 
McConnell Engineering 
building which swung the vote, 



out against the ques- 



tion, 330-213. 

After all the campaigning, the 
elections won't be over until the 
last challenges and contests of 
various races and referenda are 
heard. 

One Union building wag has 
said he will contest just about 
everything, while another has 



his heart set on the athletics 
referendum, saying council was 
negligent in its duty to set up a 
"No" committee for the ques- 
tion. There were no "No" com- 
mittees for any of the questions. 

The Students' Society's 
Judicial Board will be the court 
of last resort for all challenges.

Swimmers at CIA Us

Five representatives from the 
McGill swimming and diving 
team just returned from the 
CIAU National Swimming and 
Diving Championships. This 
year the nationals were held in 
Vancouver last Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday and McGill 
sent two members from each the 
women's and men's team plus 
one diver. 

On the men's side, Peter 
Neilley and Paul Crehan 
qualified for the event but 
didn't do as well as expected. 
Crehan, a nationally ranked 
swimmer and a medalist in the 
breaststroke last year, did not 
fare as well as hoped. He finish- 
ed third in the consolation final 
of the 100 meter breaststroke 
and fourth in the consolation 
final of the 200 meter 
breaststroke. 



Peter Neilley, a last minute 
addition to the McGill team 
scheduled to compete at the na- 
tionals, raced in the 100 and 200 
meter butterfly events. Unfor- 
tunately, the highest he placed 
was nintcenth in the 200 meter 
race. 

From the women's team, 
Marie-Josée Cossette and Nina 
Goldman each raced in three 
events. Cossette, a speedster in 
the freestyle events, placed fifth 
in the consolation final for the 
200 meter freestyle event. 
Goldman swam in a variety of 
events; the 100 meter 
breaststroke, 100 meter butterf- 
ly and 200 meter individual 
medley. The highest she placed 
in any event was thirteenth in 
the breaststroke event. 

"All the swimmers increased 
their times but it wasn't enough 
for this meet," said swim team 
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coach Luc Pelletier about the 
team's performance. In the 
diving, however, McGill's 
representative came through 
with flying colours for the se- 
cond year in a row. Enikô 
Kicfcr won both gold medals in 
the one meter and three meter 
events. She was also named 
Outstanding Female Diver of 
the Meet. 

Coach Pelletier, who is ex- 
pected to be named head coach 
for the swim team for next year, 
was fairly pleased with the 
results of the nationals, con- 
sidering it was the first year for 
both Cossette and Goldman in 
the university level. 

"I'm going to go to the Pro- 
vincial CEGEP meet in order to 
possibly recruit some swimmers 
for next year," commented 
Pelletier. "Maybe we can have a 
training camp during Christmas 
next year. This year we had pro- 
blems with the pool and we had 
to stop practice for five weeks 
(while the filters were being 
repaired)." 

So the swim team, with the 
aid of some consistent 
coaching, fresh talent, seasoned 
veterans and a pool in full 
working order, will certainly be 
ready for the nationals next 
year.

McGill amounted to only SI 
million and the University took 
on a $4 million deficit to reduce 
the actual cut," he said. 

"Next year the same deficit 
funding strategy will be used, 
but the cutbacks will amount to 
around S6 million and the im- 
pact will be felt much more 



strongly, especially at the 
classroom level." 

Ness was critical of both the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments for their apparent will- 
ingness to play politics with 
government funding.

publication or media outlet 
ccould take a position on an 
election," said Resnik. 

"This year the Daily Publica- 
tions Society is the publisher of 
the Daily and it has no policy 
on elections."

"In the past there have been 
subtle, unstated biases," he 



said. "This is much more 
honest. We're telling people 
where we stand." 



ing over the issue of funding 
and both the federal and pro- 
vincial governments are playing 
it for all they can," he said. 

In à recent open letter to 
students, Ness described* the 
current battle taking place bet- 
ween the federal and provincial 
governments as a power strug- 
gle going on over control of 
Established Programs Financ- 
ing (EPF) transfer payments. At 
the present time, EPF grants go 
directly from the federal to the 
provincial government. 

"Provincial governments will 
be sure to place all the blame on 
Ottawa and vice versa, but the 



real threats will be to our col 
leges, universities and 
hospitals," stated the letter. 

Meanwhile, student 
organisers at McGill and across 
the country are hoping that 
students will stand up and voice 
their opposition to government 
policies. 

Students' Society VP Exter- 
nal Paul Smith was optimistic 
that the* turnout for today's 
demonstration would surpass 
last semester's, when close to a 
thousand protestors came out to 
show their willingness to fight 
cutbacks. 

"It looks like it's (the 



demonstration) going to be big- 
ger than last semester and this 
time we'll be part of a much 
larger pan-Canadian protest," 
he said. 

According to Smith, univer- 
sities from across the country 
will be participating in the 
Canadian Federation of 
Students' "National Day of 
Protest". Events planned for 
today include "teach-ins", an 
occupation of the University of 
New Brunswick's administra- 
tion, the picketing of the British 
Columbia provincial legislature 
and numerous rallies in all ten 
provinces.

Today, as thousands of students across Canada are witnessing a 
educational funding crisis of unprecedented proportions, we are 
faced with the chance to make the public aware of our plight. 

At one o'clock today in the lobby of the Union Building, McGill 
students will be gathering to march in solidarity with the rest of 
Montreal's universities in opposition to the systematic curtailment 
of funding to post-secondary education . 

Even now cutbacks are being felt throughout the McGill com- 
munity as administrators scramble to balance budgets and ter- 
minating anything on the "periphery". Not only are cuts being felt 
in the smaller departments; faculties once considered essential to 
the pursuit of a liberal arts education are threat ened wit h a sludging 
of mediocrity. 

' Cutbacks are no longer a phenomenon that is terrifying the 
smaller and more obscure departments at McGill —the threat 
hangs over each and every student on campus. 

Only by drawing public and government attention to the 
seriousness of the problems confronting students can we hope to 
make education "a right and not a priviledge".

Parliament squabbles 

They are acting, so the concensus seems to be, like little kids. 
However, setting aside the political flatulence filling TV screens 
from coast to coast in what would havé otherwise likely been a dry 
news period, there are some reasonably important principles at 
stake in the Parliamentary hiccup currently in progress. 

Indeed, enough of substance is being raised to drive observers 
as unlikely as Pierre Bourgeault to gird themselves, wince, and 
concede that for the first time in living memory, there may be a 
scintilla of truth to what is being said by federal Tories. A painful 
exercise, as this writer hereby attests. 

What is happening, in outline, is that the Tories are boycotting 
a vote on their own motion to ajourn the House of Commons, to 
protest the government's introduction- of an "omnibus" law 
which is in fact a package of a half-dozen separate and distinct 
Acts. They claim the bill is too large and multi-faceted to be pro- 
perly discussed. Tradition being that no votes take place without 
the opposition, Parliament is paralyzed. 

The majority of Canadians and, until further notice, of 
Québécois, believe that remaining together within a single 
political entity is worthwhile. 

That implies central institutions which are democra'ticVnd 
legitimate, to oversee the affairs which it is agreed should be 
within national jurisdiction. No democratic country has given 
itself a political system wherein a party is able to interpret the 
securing of a majority in the legislature as a blank check to pass 
laws without significant impediment, unaccountable until the next 
election. 

As it happens the Canadian Parliament usually does a 
reasonably good job of screening legislation. The four-step pro- 
cess in the elected house, announcing the bill, debating its princi-. 
pie, studying the details in committee, and then amending and 
passing the detailed legislation in the Commons, generally strikes . 
an accept ible balance between the government's right to enact its 
platform as mandated by the electors, and the right of the other 
parties to improve and oppose initiatives. 

All of which is as dry and bland as a high school civics tex- 
tbook. However/ what we are now being administered by the Joe 
Who party is a basic lesson in civics; the system only works if the 
rules are followed. 

There is little pleasure to be taken in handing a party with as lit- 
tle to offer as the Progressive Conservatives a victory, but on this 
they appear to be more in the right than the government. 

It is a complicated Parliamentary squabble, its details of little^ 
interest except to the politicians who live with them. But the bot-'' 
torn line is worth noting; surely the minimum we can ask of our 
central institutions is that they be and remain fully democratic. 

It's unfortunate that the Liberals are gambling the political 
constituency for one of their few worthwhile initiatives since re- 
election, their first steps towards Canadianizing the petroleum in- 
dustry, by attempting to ram it through without appropriate 
review.
